'It Is absolutely necessary for hu- 


man well 'being that medicine should 
foster the training of specialists who 
will all be on an equal footing and 
who will have regard for tbe patient 
aa a physical, mental, and social or- 
ganism—and It must not be forgot- 
ten tbat the teeth are a part of the 
physical organism, your body. Den- 
tistry must have the same relation aa 
any other specialty to medicine aa a 
whole.
